^ Meet With 
Unemployed 

Executive Committee Seeks 
Voice In Distribution 
Of Work Here 

Discussion of ways and means 
to equalize and fairly apportion 
labor for the city’s unemployed 
featured a round table confer¬ 
ence between the executive com¬ 
mittee representing the unemploy¬ 
ed and the advisory committee of 
ministers at the weekly meeting 
in the Parish House Monday 
nij^t. 

TTie unemployed, represented 
by P. C. Albrecht, Max Tendler, 
Roy Proffitt, Bill Bartle, and J. E. 
Davis, presented various sugges¬ 
tions toward putting their efforts 
on a more efficient and organized 
basis. Tuesday the committee of 
ministers. Dean Arnold Bode, 
Rev. Father Hyacinth, and Rev. 
Arthur O. Pritchard, met with W. 
R. Humphries, head of the Red 
Cross relief organization, to take 
up the matter of fair distribu¬ 
tion of work and the needed co¬ 
operation between all parties and 
organizations interested in solving 
the unemployed’s problems. 

It was emphasized by various 
members of the committees that 
Job seekers must take their place 
in line and give preference to 
those even less fortunate in way 
of employment than they. 

At the Parish House gathering 
Monday night word was given 
out that Harvey Stelnberger has 
offered the use of a caterpillar 
tractor, a disc plow, and a driver 
for work in the City vegetable 
rarden being conducted at 252 
Ramona by H. F. Barton. Barton ' 
is seeking additional workers. Up 
to the present time the gardens 
have depended on chance help¬ 
ers. An effort will be made to 
secure unemployed men to con- , 
tribute work as their share in the 
Block-Aid plan, and to be paid 
with produce. 

DIGGING UP OLD GOLD; 
REVIVING BUSINESS 

One of the most curious out¬ 
comes of British going off the 
gold standard is the large num¬ 
ber of personal advertisements 
from Jewelers offering to buy 
anything made of gold. 

The advertisements have caused 
the British people to dig out old 
^.Jewelry and gold pieces and rush 
to those who are buying gold. 
The reason for this is that British 
paper currency is based on credit, 
which has fallen below the gold 
standard and thus more currency 
is received for the metal. 

In this connection it is stated 
by British newspapers that not 
o^y economists, but the people 
generally are delighted. It is also 
stkted that it has brightened 
trade conditions. It has tempted 
the hoarders to place their money 
where they would get some re¬ 
turn. It has caused a revival of 
Interest in stocks and bonds, en¬ 
couraged production, and this in 
turn promotes confidence, which 
is the foundation of prosperous 
times. 

The gold which they have sold 
finds a ready sale In gold stand¬ 
ard countries such as France and 
the United States, which is paid 
for in currency of those coun¬ 
tries who are keen to acquire 
gold for their vaults. 

SETS A GOOD EXAMPLE 

California’s traveling governor 
has been doing his bit in the 
plan to clean-up and beautify 
for the Olympic Games. When¬ 
ever James Rolph Jr. goes on a 
motor trip he takes along a sack 
of mixed wild flower seeds and 
scatters them along highways, 
around camping places, and In 
fields and meadows.

Senator Samuel M. Shortridge 
was the first candidate for the 
United Statees Senate to declare 
this year for resubmission of the 
Righteenth Amendment, but it is 
reported now that he will go fur¬ 
ther than the platform declara¬ 
tion of his party before the pri¬ 
mary campaign has progressed 
much further. 

His original declaration was 
made jiut a few days before the 
Republican National convention 
assembled. He was being crowded 
then by two wet candidates with¬ 
in his own party and he spoke 
long before the Democratic plat¬ 
form came out flat footedly for 
absolute repeal. 

Shortridge publicly took his po¬ 
sition on the liquor question when 
he fUed his first ^tition as a 
candidate at Redwc^ City. 

"I favor giving the people op¬ 
portunity to exercise their right 
to modify or alter or repeal the 
Eighteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution,” said the Senator. 

Meanwhile State Senator Tal- 
lant Tubbs, the dripping wet 
candidate against Shortridge, is 
carrying his 
campaign right 
Into the latter's 
territory. He has 
just opened 
a headquarters 
in Los Angeles 
following a testi¬ 
monial luncheon 
tendered 
him at the Blit- 
more Hotel, Los 
Tubbs Angeles, by the 
•■wets" of Southern California. 

Tubbs, In his platform, stands 
for outright repeal of the amend¬ 
ment. However he says too long 
a time will elapse before there 
is action on the amendment and 
in the meantime he proposes 
modification of the Volstead Act 
which carries the amendment 
into effect. 

There seems little doubt but 
that William O. McAdoo will be 
the Democratic nominee. While 
his personal views may not be 
nearly as moist as those of 
Tubbs. McAdoo will most cer¬ 
tainly u.se the Democratic plat¬ 
form declaration in favor of re- 
peaJ of the EJlghteenth Amend¬ 
ment in his personal platform 
and friends of Shortridge aretry- 
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lug to persuade him that he 
should go beyond the resubmls- 
sion declaration before the Sena¬ 
torial fight really warms up.
